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“(1) EXCLUSION FOR QUALIFIED DISTRIBU-

TIONS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—In the case of a quali-
fied distribution from a social security individ-
ual retirement account, the amount of such dis-
tribution shall not be includable in gross in-
come.

“(B) QUALIFIED DISTRIBUTION.—For
purposes of subparagraph (A), the term ‘quali-
fied distribution’ means any distribution made
on or after the date on which the individual at-
tains retirement age (as defined in section
216(1)(1) of the Social Security Act).

“(2) PENALTY FOR NONQUALIFIED DISTRIBU-

TIoNs.—In the case of a distribution not subject to

paragraph (1), section 72(t) shall be applied—

“(A) by substituting ‘50 percent’ for ‘10

percent’ in paragraph (1) thereof, and
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“(B) without regard to paragraph (2)
thereof.

“(3) RoLLovers.—Section  408(d)(3)(A)(i)
shall apply to any amount distributed from a social
security individual retirement account only to the ex-
tent such amount is paid into another such account
for the benefit of the individual for whom the ac-
count from which such amount is transferred was
maintained.”

(b) CLErRICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections
for such subpart A is amended by inserting after the item

relating to section 408 the following new item:

““Sec. 408A. Social security individual retirement accounts.”
(c) EFFecTiVE DATE.—The amendments made by
this section shall apply to taxable years beginning after

December 31, 1994.
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
